REMARKS

In response, Claim 30 has been rewritten in independent form to include all of the 
limitations of base Claim 23. Thus, Claim 30 is believed to be in condition for 
allowance.

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Art-Based Rejections 

Claims 1-5, 7, 21-29 and 31 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) over JP 
2001-203467 (Fumihiro); Claims 1-5, 7, 21-29 and 31 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a) over Fumihiro. 

In response, Applicant has cancelled the rejected claims, thus rendering the 
above rejections moot. 

Reconsideration and withdrawal of the above rejections are respectfully 
requested.
